WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP). 
—-The Senate Campaign Investigat 
ing Committee, reporting that the 
major parties had spent at least 
$22,000,000 during the 1940 presi- 
dential campaign, recommended 
today that Congress fix rigid lim- 
its on political funds and tighten 
up other Federal election laws. 

Republican groups were credited 
with expenditures of almost $15,- 
000,000 and Democrats with more 
than $6,000,000. 

The committee submitted a 14- 
point political reform program in 
its 191-page final report, which in- 
cluded separate, sharply worded 
statements from Senator Tobey 
(Rep.), New Hampshire. 

Tobey asked for a congressiaqnal 
investigatfon of Mayor Frank 
Hague of Jersey City, N. J., pow- 
erful Democratic leader; charged 
that Oliver A. Quayle, Democratic 
National Committee leader, had 
“lied brazenly and unhesitatingly” 
to the commiftee; questioned a 
“loan” of $300,000 to Democrats 
by R. J. Reynolds, and criticised 
primary expenditures by Senator 
Radcliff (Dem.), Maryland. 

Reflecting a prolonged dispute 
among the five members, the com- 
mittee offered no specific remedial 
legislation but cited 10 “objec- 
tives” to be attained and suggested 
that the regular Senate Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections 
frame laws to accomplish them.

Lofoten Isles Attack Only Start 


Macedonia and Thrace “within 48 


LONDON, March 8&8 (AP).—In- 
formed Britons said today - Tues- 
day’s harassing raid by British and 
Norwegian naval units on the Ger- 
man-held Lofoten Islands off.

Importance of Attacks. 


In addition to destruction of

The raid on the Lofotens not 
only captured 225 prisoners and de- 
stroyed German war equipment, but 
also “rescued”. 300 Norwegians de- 
siring to fight beside .Britain, it 
was disclosed as the raiders land- 
ed their. captives and recruits at a 
British port. 

Alive to the propaganda value of 
such raids, the British command 
was said to have given special in- 
structions to the British troops and 
Norwegian marines to be “consid- 
erate and courteous” to the island- 
ers and to avoid damage to private 
property.

The chamber’s action on the Taft 
proposal apparently cleared the 
way for a vote on an administra- 
tion-sponsored amendment by Sena- 
tor Elliender (Dem.), Louisiania, 
stating that nothing in the bill 
should be construed as changing 
existing laws governing land and 
laval forces. 

Ellender originally had proposed 
but had withdrawn the amendment 
Taft later sponsored. 

Opponents denounced the revised 
Eliender proposal as “meaningless” 
but proponents contended the 
amendment would make it clear 
the bill was not authorizing the 
sending of troops to. Europe or the 
convoying of war ahipepents by the 
navy.

Free School Lunches Given 
371 of 7000 From Aid Homes 


Calls for 


Director of Social Planning Council Says This 
Does Not Begin to Touch Need— 


Survey. 


About 7000 school children in St. 
Louis are in families on relief or 
receiving help under the aid-to- 


dependent-children program, but 
only 371 of the children are receiv- 
ing free lunches in the: public 
schools. 

This number, 371, “does not begin 
to touch the need for free lunches,” 
E. G. Steger, directo? of the Social 
Planning Council, said in a letter 
today to Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Homer W. Anderson. 

Steger asked that the Board of 
Education undertake a survey to 
learn how many of the 80,000 ele- 
mentary school children actually 
need hot lunches daily. He wrote: 

“The Social Planning Council feels 
that it would be most desirable to 
plan for an extension of the free 
lunch program to meet more ade- 
quately the need of children in the 
elementary school system. We feel, 
as we know you do also, that the 
figare 371 does not begin to touch 
the need for free lunches. 

‘It is our hope that the Board of 
Education will undertake a survey 
within the school system to learn 
how many children actually need 
hot lunches daily. We hope that 
such a survey might be completed 
so that the results will be available 
and could take their part in your 


planning of next year’s budget, 
which you are working on at pres- 
ent.” 

Foods for the free lunches are 
supplied by the Federal Surplus 
Commodities Corporation. The 
Works Projects Administration has 
sought without success to supply, 
cooks without charge to the Board 
of Education in order that the free 
lunch program may be expanded. 
In Catholic and Lutheran schools 
in the city and in public and 
parochial schools of the county, the 
WPA is serving 6500 meals daily 
to pupils, without charge to most 
of the children. 

A group of Adams School par- 
ents asked the Social Planning 
Council to investigate the public 
school lunch program to determine 
whether it was adequate. A con- 
ference was held Feb. 19 by mem- 
bers of the council staff, Deputy 
Superintendent George L. Hawkins 
and Secretary Treasurer. Philip J. 
Hickey Of the Board of Education. 

Hickey pointed out at the meet- 
ing that in addition to the 371 chil- 
dren receiving free lunches, 1500 
are served free milk and graham 
crackers daily. Hawkins, in charge 
of the school relief program, ex- 
pressed the opinion the policy of 
giving free lunches fostered de- 
pendency.

111 Passengers on Trains

Eighteen cars of a fast Missouri 
Pacific freight train were derailed 
at 9:45 o'clock last night at Pacific, 
30 miles west of St. Louis. Five 
carloads of lumber, one of machin-

tered for more than 500 feet along 
the right-of-way. 

Fifty-five cars of the east-bound 
train had passed the main cross- 
ing in Pacific before the break oc- 
curred. The cause was not deter- 
mined. All east and west passen- 
ger and freight traffic on two 
tracks between St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City was tied up. Service was 
resumed about noon. . 
One hundred and eleven passen- 
gers on trains from Kansas City 
were brought here on busses from 
Washington, Mo. Eighty-five were 
on a train due to arrive here at 
7:10 o’clock this morning and 26 
on a train due at 8:38. }

Members of the jury told report- 
érs they had agreed not to discuss 
their verdict. The jurors had been 
kept together, in quarters at the 
Municipal Courts Building, for nine 
days during the trial and their de- 
lHberations. 

Bouckaert’s widow, who was with 
her husband when he was killed 
last March 28, expressed disappoint- 
ment that the jury had. not voted 


| the death penalty, the verdict re- 
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quested by Assistant Circuit Attor- 
mey Clyde H. Snider. 
McClain, 30 years old, was com- 
posed as the jurors returned their 
verdict. His two sisters and a 
niece, present throughout the trial, 
wept. Defense counsel, Louis J. 
Reidel, said a motion for a new 
trial would be filed, and if denied, 
an appeal probably would be taken 
to the State Supreme Court. 
Testifying in his own defense, 
McClain had repudiated a written 
statement given to police after his 
afrest last June in California in 
which he told of cutting Bouck- 
aert’s throat in an alley near 
Bouckaert’s home at 2821 South 
Third street. In the statement he 
gaid the grocer, a brother of Alder- 
man Philip Bouckaert, resisted 
“when I told him it was a stick- 
up.”

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SECRET INQUIRY 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP).— 
Selection of top-ranking members 
of the Military and Naval Commit- 
tees as key members of a proposed 
nine-man House committee to in- 
vestigate the defense program was 
reported today to have the ap- 
proval of Democratic House lead- 
ers. 

Informed persons said such an 
arrangement could be expected to 
expedite the committee’s work be- 
cause of the members’ familiarity 
with both the army and navy es- 
tablishments. 

The committee would be created 
under a resolution by Representa- 
tive Cox (Dem.), Georgia, which 


whelmingly approved yesterday and 
which probably will be brought be- 
fore the full House within a few 
days. 

Cox would have the group in- 
vestigate and keep “currently in- 
formed” on all phases of the de 
fense program. It would determine 
whether appropriations should be 
increased or decreased and whether 
new agencies should be established 
or existing ones abolished. 

Information obtained would not 
be made public but would be avail- 
able to members of Congress. 

What Inquiry May Include. 

Sponsors said the investigation 
might include the effect of labor 
strikes on production, number and 
type of materiel contracts, speed 
of cantonment construction, advis- 
ability of revising the ship con- 
struction program with emphasis 
on destroyers instead of battle 
ships, and the relationships of the 
Government with its $l-a-year in- 
dustrial experts. 

The Cox resolution ran into the 
unanimous opposition of the Mili- 
tary Committee at a hearing before 
the Rules Committee yesterday, 
Chairman May (Dem.), Kentucky, 
_asserting his investigation of con- 
tract-letting alone occupied all of 
his time. 

“Our committee is not sore with 
anybody and we don’t want to start 
a row, but it is the feeling of the 
committee that since we have our 
own investigation we have done a 
good job so far and ought to be 
allowed to continue,” May said. 

Representative Andrews of New 
York, the senior Republican com- 
mitteeman, indorsed May’s state- 
ment and predicted that an inquiry 
by the proposed organization, as 
well as the one contemplated in 
the Senate, would result in a 
“whitewash.” 

Other Defense 

Other defense developments on 
Capitol Hill yesterday included: 

1. Unanimous approval by the 
House Naval Committee of legisla- 
tion to increase the authorized en- 
listed strength of the navy from 
191,000 to 300,000. 

2. Formal approval of a $1,533,- 
567,102 supplemental appropriation 
for the army and navy by the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 
It already has passed the House. 

3. Recommendation of an addi- 
tional outlay of $193,913,0038, chiefly 
to continue defense housing and 
defense worker-training programs, 
by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee.

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| Letters Tell of Courtship 
Of the Robert Campbells 


- Older Sister of Virginia Kyle Passed Along 
Remark of Friend That Marriage:to St. 
Louisan Would Be Only for His Money. 


Just 100 years ago, at the end of 
February, 1841, a rising store own- 
er and former fur trader from St. 
Louis named Robert Campbell was 

married at Raleigh, N. C., to Vir- 
ginia Kyle, a spirited young girl 
from a poor but respectable South- 
ern family. 

Their life together was to be a 
long one, filled with happiness and 
a certain amount of sorrow, and 
their children were to grow im- 
mensely rich. The story of that 
courtship and marriage is now told, 
apparently for the first time, in a 
packet of old letters found in 
Robert Campbell’s home after the 
death of their last surviving son, 
the invalid Hazlett Kyle Campbell, 
whose $1,900,000 estate is soon to 
be divided among distant cousins. 

First reference. to the acquaint- 
anceship between Robert Campbell 
and Virginia Kyle is in a letter to 
Virginia from her older sister, Mrs. 
Eleanor Otey, who had been mar- 
ried in 1839. 

“IT suppose you did not get my 
last letter, she wrote in, September, 
1840, “in which I advised you 

against marrying Robert Campbell. 
I then stated to you what Mr. Fer- 
guson told me. Mr. McDowell says 
he is not worth anything and if 
you were to marry him it would be 
fur money alone.” 

Another Offer. 

There is no record of Virginia’s 
reply, but she obviously paid no 
attention to her sister’s counsel. 
In the meantime she had apparent- 
ly had an offer of marriage from 
In De- 
cember, 1840, her mother wrote to 
her in Norfolk, Va., where she was 
visiting: 

“As to THAT Dr. Southall, it is 
not necessary for you to bring him

Yale Officer Asks for Definite Pro-

Lawrence G. Tighe, associate 
treasurer of Yale University, today 
invitéd the civic committee seeking 
to preserve the Campbell house, 
1508 Locust street, as a public mu- 
seum to present a definite proposal 
as to the extent of the co-operation 
desired from the university, which 
will eventually acquire title to the 
property under the terms of Hugh 
Campbell's will. Charles Seymour, 
president of Yale, had previously 
said the university would co-oper- 
ate fully in the museum campaign. 
“It is almost impossible at this 
time to answer as to the extent to 
which Yale would be willing to go 
in aiding in the establishment of 
a museum,” Tighe said in a letter 
to the Post-Dispatch. However, 
he added, as soon as title to the 
property passes from the trustees 
of the Hugh Campbell estate to 
Yale, any proposal presented by the 
civic group will receive prompt 
consideration from the Finance 
Committee of the Yale corporation. 
Jesse P. Henry, chariman of a 
William Clark Society committee 
which conducted a successful cam- 
paign to purchase the major con- 
tents of the old house by public 
subscription for subsequent install- 
ation in the museum, said that no 
detailed proposition had yet been 
worked out for presentation to 
Yale, but that one would be within 
the next few days.

That disposed of Dr. Southall, 
and from then on Robert Campbell 
had clear sailing. The next letter 

~ is addressed to him and it comes 
. from Virginia’s mother. 

“Three years ago,” wrote Mrs. 
Kyle, “I promised you, when Vir- 
ginia would arrive at the age of 
18, I would give you my most cor- 
dial consent to your marriage. I 
was not called upon at that time 
to fulfill it. She is now 19 and 
I now give it even more willingly 
than I would have done then. She 
is now fully capable of judging 
for herself and knowing her own 
mind. ¥. , I have nothing to ask, 
nothing to fear. Had I not the 
most implicit confidence in you, 
you never would have gained my 
permigsion.” . 

Pre-Nuptial Letter. 

The marriage took place on Feb. 
25, 1841, when Robert Campbell 
was 37. There is a letter from 
him, written Feb. 14 from Phila- 

+ delphia, when he was on his way 
to claim his bride. He hoped to 
have the wedding day moved up 
to the twentieth and he showed 
that he was in a state of pre- 
nuptial bliss. 

“Give my love to your good moth- 
er and sister,” he concluded, “and 
to any other friend of yours, as I 
am predisposed to love all that 
you love and prepared to dislike 
any who has ever offended my be- 
loved Virginia.” 

Sunny, carefree days followed for 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Campbell. 
They honeymooned in Philadelphia, 
where Virginia got a letter from 
her mother in reply to several she 
had written her. 

“To know that you are so happy,” 
wrote Mrs. Kyle, “reconciles me to 
my lonely lot... . After you left 
I took a hearty cry and then com- 
menced arranging my house, and! 
returning borrowed finery, candle-

This is notably true in some key 
steel plants in dispute, where the 
percentage of spoiled work is ris- 
ing rapidly and unusually.

Actually, it is 
one of delicacy in which it is easy 
without detection to spoil not only 
the ingot, but the furnace itself.

It is inconceivable that 
the Government and public can 
stand for that. The whole coal in- 
dustry and much of the steel in- 
dustry is threatened with strikes. 


Management in some cases is far 
from co-operative. The only meth- 
od to deal with this yet made le- 
gally available to the President, or 
his two-headed boy in OPM, is to 
commandeer the plant. That means 
that Government takes it over and 
runs it as an arsenal is run, which 
in turn means that labor in that 
plant is working for Government 
directly. The right to sabotage 
and strike against the Government 
is something else again for labor 
leaders to consider. 

Commandeering a plant means 
paying full value for it. It also

HILE it may seem odd that 
Russia should object to the 
Bulgarian conquest only after 
it is an accomplished fact, the per- 
formance is not inconsistent with 
all the rest of Stalin's diplomacy. 
Ever’since Munich he has dreaded 
the power of the German army and 
has realized the weakness of the 
Russian army, and his one supreme 
preoccupation has been how to keep 
the German mechanized divisions 
from. over-running Russia and de- 


© the plains of Russia are 
ideally suited to conquest by a 
mechanized army. Hence the Hit- 
ler-Stalin pact of? August, 1939, 
which left the French and British 
to meet the full foree of the Ger- 
man army. Hence his moves it 
Poland, the Baltie States, Finland 
and Rumania to improve his own 
strategic defenses, Hence his fright- 
ened inability to resist the arrival 
of the German army on the shores 
of the Black Sea—a body of water 
as vital to the internal security -of 
Russia as the Great Lakes would 
be to the United States if there 
were a hostile power on the Ca- 
nadian side.

N considering the attitude of 
Russia we are most likely to see 
things clearly if We remember that 
this is a war between land power 
sea power, and that Russia is 
the only great power-left which has 
a land frontier with Germany. 
Thus far Hitler has been ir- 
resistible—but only on land, except 
in Norway when the connecting sea 
was easily under control from Ger- 
man territory. Hitler’s conquests 
have thus far stopped at the shore 
line of continental Europe. He has 
yet to-cross the English Channel. 
He has had to leave French North 
Africa alone and he could not -in- 
tervene to save the Italian Empire. 
As long as the British navy com- 
mands the seas, Hitler is locked 
up inside of continental Europe. 


This leaves Russia in a very ex- 
posed position. For if Hitler finds 
that he cannot use his powerful 
but unemployed army against Brit- 
ain and the overseas world, there 
remains Russia which is easy to 
conquer and well worth conquering.

Rolla, ever since the War Department announced it 
would be used for the training of ski troops. Skiing 
is not exactly indigenous to the State. There is no 
Franconia or Sun Valley in the Ozarks. 7 

Nevertheless, they were hardly prepared for the 
army’s admission that the camp will cost about 
"$28,000,000, instead of the $16,000,000 originally eati- 
mated. A miscalculation of more than 85 per cent! 

Nor were the people of the State and the nation 
at large prepared for the further admission that this 
mistake is typical of the whole cantonment-bullding 
program. Testimony before the House Committee on 
Appropriations reveals that, instead of $609,000,000, 
this will cost about $948,000,000, The figure is still 
subject to upward revision, because of “unforeseen 
contingencies,” but already it represents a miscalcula- 
tion of more than 50 per cent. | 
Nobody wants to haggle about the cost of national 
defense. We need it, and we must pay for it. . There 
is no time to search for basement bargains, It is 
true, also, that standard model army camps can’t. be 
bought off the shelf. So some leeway must be al- 
lowed in figuring costs. However, if this must ap- 
proach 100 per cent, what meaning remains in de- 
fense estimates? 
Gen. Marshall told the committee that, so far as 
cantonments are concerned, the higher costs must be 
blamed largely on bad weather and inexperience. 
Could a private contractor leave the vicissitudes of 
winter weather so completely out of his calculations? 
And did the War Department learn nothing at all 
about mass housing in 1917 and 1918? 
It seems unbelievable that the army construction 
men should have found out, only after their plans 
for the Rolla ‘camp were completed, that it would be 
necessary to build a 17-mile railroad, or that hard- 
pan lay only 18 inches under the ground surface, thus 
making the site a natural mud puddle in heavy rains. 
Belated discoveries like these help to explain how 
the cost of the camp was almost doubled in spite of 
the fact that the army was given the site free of 
charge by the Department of Agriculture, But they 
do not make it easier to understand such an utter 
lack of foresight. 
The committee credited the army with.sincere ef- 
fort, but it was also compelled to say that the whole 
military housing program was gtarted without pre- 
vious engineering surveys of sites, or expert. analysis 
of vosts of structures and the extent ahd location of 
camp utilities, 
Such an indictment reveals nothing short of a 
national scandal]. And the scandal is all the worge 
because it comes in connection with the defense 
emergency in which every penny and every minute 
should be made to count to the utmost, iIt‘is high 
time for that Truman committee to get to work! , 
We need speed in the preparedness effort, but not 
the kind of haste that makes waste. It is becoming 
increasingly clear in this matter of military housing 
that a few weeks of intelligent advance study would 
have paid dividends in millions of dollars and months 
of time sayed in getting our conscript army under 
cover and into training. 
Here is proof of the wisdom of making haste slow- 
ly. Instead of deliberate, efficient planning, we seem 
to have had hysterical check-signing in Washington, 
and even more hysterical spending in the field. 
A country getting under arms simply cannot afford 
such frenzy. Congress can do the nation no greater 
service than to check this irresponsibility, this aim- 
lessness, and to see to it that the whole defense 
program is administered with a calculated precision 
that takes full advantage of America’s tremendous 
potentialities, :

GERMAN WON NOBEL PRIZE 


GENEVA, Switzerland, March 7 
(AP).—Dr. Ludwig Quidde, refugee 
pacificst and 1927 Nobel peace prize 
winner, died yesterday. He had 


been a member of the international 
peace bureau at Geneva fer 40 
years. 

Dr. Quidde was born March 23, 
1858, in Bremen, Germany. ! 

He received the Nobel prize in a 
joint award with Prof. Ferdinand 
Bouisson of France. Dr. Quidde 
formerly was connected with the 
University of Munich.

’ Rowena, a little Negro girl, who 
fell and suffered hip and back in- 
juries, is another pupil of the so- 
ciety’s teachers, who climb steep 
flights of stairs to a third floor 
back room in order to instruct her. 

Home tutoring is being given to 
a total of 22 children at present, 
while others are taught in groups 
in hospitals. 


Mrs. Mildred Smith, executive 

secretary of the society, with of- 
fices at 520 North Grand boulevard, 
says the activities of the organiza- 
tion falls into three principal cate- 
gories—physical, educational and 
recreational. 
“The physical part of our work,” 
she' said, “is the supplying of 
crutches, braces, wheelchairs, ar- 
tificial limbs and other such appli- 
ances.

é cuoot᷑ is better for. their so- 
S cial training, but some chil- 
dren, confined to casts and 
traction cords and weights, cannot 
get to school. We receive funds 
from the Downtown Kiwanis Club 
to pay one full-time visiting teach- 
er. That organization, being com- 
posed of prattical business men, 
asks us not to take cases where 
there is no hope for recovery and 
rehabilitation. 

“Our other teachers, five at pres- 
ent, although the number varies, 
are volunteers, all women with 
teaching experience who, now,mar- 
ried or for some. other reason 
retired. from the school system, 
are willing to contribute their serv- 
ices. They take theless hopeful 
cases and feel rewarded when they 
can detect progress in one of their 
pupils. 

“Recreation is extended by wom- 
en’s clubs and individuals who stage 
holiday parties and entertainment 
for the children. Our greatest 
achievement in recreation has been 
gaining admission to summer 
camps, Sherwood Forest, Rivercliff 
fof Negro boys and Camp Derri- 
cotte for Negro girls. We had a 
struggle convincing camp officials 
that crippled children placed among 
normal children would be good for 
both. It has worked out extremely 
well now for two summers. 

“Our children are not exempt 
from camp duties and they are able 


to make their own contkibutions to 
camp activities. One of-our boys 
became leader of a band. Another 
proved so good at handicrafts that 
he is being considered as an as- 
sistant instructor. 

“Association with normal chil- 
dren gives our children the stim- 
ulus they need to imitate them. 
One boy, who never would venture 
to walk on his braced legs at home 
without holding on to the furniture, 
held from one tree to another in 
camp at first. But the day came 
when he waiked boldly down the 
middle of .the road. Swimming is 
perhaps their most beneficial exer- 
cise. They just take off their 
braces or artificial limbs and jump 
in. 

“We do other social work in 
homes,” continued Mrs. Smith, “in 
family adjustment, child. placing, 
directing cripples to the counseling 
service, training and placing of 
the handicapped by the Red Cross 
and to the occupational therapy 
workshop at Washington Univer- 
sity. | 

The Society for Crippled Chil- 
dren, of which Dr. Archer O’Reilly 
is president, derives support from 
several other sources beside the 
sale of seals. Mostly it is sup- 
ported by annual memberships, 
but it also receives contributions 
from the Christmas Carol Associ- 
ation and the President’s birthday 
balls. 

“We are always in need of fur- 
ther support,” concluded Mrs. 
Smith, “We are getting a con- 
valescent home for crippled chil- 
dren from a generous donor. What 
we need next is an institution for 
custodial care. Often when a pa- 
tient is released from the hospital, 
the relief of the family from con- 


stant care is as much needed as re- * 


lief for the cripple.” j

Cider may be kept sweet for a 
week or more if put into glass j 
covered and, kept in the re 
tor.

illustrates the new maximum two 
no trump bid containing six honor 
tricks. It will be observed that, in 
most cases, a well considered two 
no trump bid contains tenace posi- 
tions or isolated honors which are 
better led up to than through. 

An opening bid of three no 
trump is simply a stronger two no 
trump, but with more precise dis- 
tribution, that is, it always shows 
4-3-3-3 distribution. It should be 
based on seven to seven and one- 
half honor tricks with a stopper in 
every suit. Some players seem to 
feel that an opening three no trump 
bid is a “shut-out or game clos- 
ing” bid. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. Any player with 
a hand as big as this should wel- 
come bidding from his partner.

Apparently, 
South had to lose three trump tricks 
and two or three clubs. The only 
hope to salvage something from 
the wreckage lay in making as 
many small trumps as possible by 
ruffing. In this way it might be 
possible to consolidate club losers 
with the trumps which would have 
to be lost in any case. 

At trick three a second low heart 
was ruffed. The club and diamond 
aces were entries for two more heart 
ruffs, and dummy was entered once 
more with the diamond king for a 
diamond ruff. In _ short,’ South 
brought home every one of his 
trumps and three minor suit tricks, 
thereby fulfilling the contract. 

Any opening lead other than the 
suit West actually picked would 
have resulted in at least a one 
trick set.
